Indicted Sept. 11, 1920. 

They were indicted on September

New Trial Again Asked. 

On the basis of this statement de- 
fense counsel filed further motions 
for a new trial, which w®re denied by 
Judge Thayer in October. 1926. On 
the representation that he might be 
needed as a witness, Madeiros thrice 
was granted respites before the Mas- 
sachusetts supreme court which pre- 
viously had overruled exceptions to 
Judge Thayer's refusal to grant a 
new trial on other grounds, finally 
on April 5, 1927, upheld his decision 
on the Madeiros motions. 

On April 9 Sacco and Vanzetti were 
taken to the Dedham courthouse and 
sentenced by Judge Thayer to die in 
the electric chair at the state prison 
| In the court- 
de dramatic pleas, as- 
They openly 
accused the judge of prejudice and of 
inflnencing the jury against them. 

Then Governor Alvan T. Fuller be- 
came the center of interest in the 
case. His office was deluged with 
letters, telegrams and cablegrams from 
all parts of the world. The majority 
of these communications, which came 
from persons of all classes, including 
many clergymen and college professors, 
urged the governor either to pardon 
the two men, commute their sen- 
tences or appoint a committee of citi- 
zens to make an impartial investiga- 
tion into the whole case. Some of 
them, however. asked him not to in- 
terfere with the court’s decree. Oc- 
casionally there came a threat of 
violence. 

In due course, counsel for the con- 
demned men carried petitions to the 
governor, asking his intervention. In 
a long, written plea, Vanzetti asked 
not for a “pardon” but for “justice.” 
Sacea refused to sign the petition in 


his behalf and Mr. Thompson. in filing | 


the plea for clemency, explained that 
he felt that the long nervous strain 
had brought about a mental attitude 
for which Sacco was not abnormal in 
certain respects, and the governor was 
asked to consider the plea, even if 
Sacco had refused to sign ir. 

Accompanying the pefition of the 
eounsel for the defense were five af- 
fidavits by newspaper writers who 
had been assigned to the trial. and 
others, who affirmed that Judge 
Thayer, during the trial, had spoken 
outside the courtroom in language that 
showed he was prejudiced against the 
defendants. 

Fuller Steps In. 

The governor began a personal in- 
vestigation into the case. On June 1 
he announced that. he had appointed 
an advisory committee to make a 
separate investigation.

The defense put on witnesses 
who asserted that Sacco and Vanzetti 
did not resemble the men whe com- 
mitted the crime and other witnesses , 
who offered alibis for both declaring 
that Sacco was in Boston and Van- 
zetti in Plymouth at the time.

Sacco and Vanzetti displayed a con- 
sciousness of guilt, partly admitted 
that they had lied to the police and 
the district ‘attorney. but their coun- 
sel set forth the claim that this was 
hecause, as admitted radicals, they 
were in fear of. deportation and not 
Op + aga they had committed the mur- 
ers, 

Experts for the state testified that 
one of the fatal bullets. fitted the re- 
volver which was taken from Sacco 
after his arrest. The defense based 
some of its exceptions on the charge 
that questions put to these’ experts 
were misleading. 

In his charge Judge Thayer urged 
the jury “not to allow the fact that: 
these defendants are Italians to influ- 
ence you. They have the same rights,” 
he said, “as though their ancestors 
came over in the Mayflower.”

radical literature, that the reason 
thev lied was to save their friends, 


“T have eonsulted with every 
member of the jury now alive, 
11 in’ number. They /considered 
the judge fair: that he gave them 
no indication of his own opinion 

of the case. Affidavits have been 
presented claiming that the judge 
was prejudiced. I see no evi- 
dence of prejudice in his’ conduct 
of the trial. That he had an 
opinion as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused after hear- 
ing the evidence is natural and 
inevitable, 
No Prejudice. 
“The allegation has been made 
. that conditions in the courtroom 
were prejudicial to the accused, 
After careful injury of the jury 
and others, I find no evidence to 
support this allegation. I find 
the jurors were thoroughly honest 
men and that they were reluctant 
- to find those men guilty but were 
forced to do so by the evidence. 
I can see no warrant for the as- 
sertion that the jury trial was 
unfair. 

“The charge of the judge was 
satisfactory to the counsel for the 
accused and no exceptions were 
taken to it. The supreme judicial 
court for the commonwealth has 
considered such of the more than 
250 exceptions taken during the 
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details or describe the neighhor- 
hood. He furthermore stated that 
the government had double-cross- 
ed him and he proposed to dou- 
ble-cross the government. He feels 
that the district attorney's office 
has treated him unfairly because 
his two confederates who were 
associated with bim in the com- 
mission of the murder for which 
he was convicted were given life 
sentences, whereas he was sen- 
tenced to death, He confessed i' 2 
crime for which he was convicte '.

“Tt has been a difficult task 
to look back six years through 
other people's eyes. Many of the 
witnesses told me their story in 
a way IT felt was more a matter 
of repetition than the product of 
their memory. Some witnesses re- 
plied that during the six years 
they had forgotten; they could 
not remember: that it was a dis- 
agreeable experience and they had 
tried to forget it. I could not 
hope to put myself ih the posi- 


. tion of a juryman and have the 


advantage of seeing the witness o 
the stand and listening to the 
evidence and judging the spoken 
word. The motions for a new 
trial, however, were all made 
from affidavits and therefore they 
could be reviewed under the same 
circumstances as prevailed when 
the judge heard them. 

“The next question, and the 
most vital question of all, is that 
of guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused: In this connection I re- 
viewed the Bridgewater attempt- 
ed holdup for which Vanzetti had 
previously been tried before an- 
other jury and found guilty. At 
this trial Vanzetti did not take 
the witness stand in his own de- 
fense. He waived the privilege of 
telling hig own story to the jury, 
and did not subject himself to 
cross-examination. 

“Investigating this case, T talk- 
ed to the counsel for Vanzetti at 
the Plymouth trial, the jurymen, 
the trial witnesses, new witnesses, 
present counsel and Vanzetti. I 
have talked with the government 
witnesses who saw. the Bridge- 


water holdup and who identified * 


Vanzetti, and I believe their testi- 
mony to be substantially correct. 
I believe with the jury that Van- 
zetti ~was guilty and that his trial 
was fair. I found nothing un- 
usual about this case except, as 
noted above, that Vanzetti did not 
testify, in the Bridgewater case, 
practically every one who wit- 
nessed the a holdup and 
who could have identified the 
bandits identified Vanzetti. 


Braintree Crime Brutal. 


“The South Braintree crime 
was particularly brutal. The mur- 
der of the paymaster (Parmenter) 
and the guard (Berardelli) was 
not necessary to the _ robbery. 
The murders were accomplished 
first, the robbery afterwards. The 
first shot laid Berardelli low in 
the roadway, and after Parmenter 
was shot, he dropped the money 
box in the road and rap across 
the etreet. The money could then 
have been taken but the murders 
pursued Parmenter across the 
road and shot him again, and then 
returned and fired three more 
shots into Berardelli, four in all, 
leaving his lifeless form in the 
roadway. The plan was evident- 
ly to kill the witnesses and ter- 
rorize the bystanders. The mur- 
derers escaped in an automobile 
driven by one of their confed- 


» erates, the automobile being aft- 


wards located in the woods at 
Bridgewater, 18 miles distant. 
“Vanzetti, when arrested on 
May 5, had in his hip pocket a 
fully loaded revolver. Sacco had 
a loaded pistol tucked into the 
front of his trousers and 20 loose 
cartridges which fitted this pistoly 
Upon being questioned by the po- 
lice, both men told what they aft- 
wards admitted was a tissue of 
lies. Sacco claimed to have been 
working at Kelly’s shoe factory 
on April 15, the date ef the South 
Braintree crime.

Motor Vehicle Changes.. 


The principal changes trom the

article, attachable, pre-cancelled 
stamp——and stamp taxes are always 
detestable.

The cigarette and tobaeco stamp 
taxes we already have in Georgia are 
real “nuisance taxes” and are fre- 
quently dodged. As I write LI have 
before me two packages of cigarettes, 
one bought at a hotel stand and the 
other in a leading city drugstore: the 
former has the Georgia stamp affixed 
to it and the latter has no sign of any 
but the United States internal reve- 
nue stamp.

The General Sales Tax. 

The tax experts also agree that a 
general sales tax, imposed upon gross 
sales of licensed dealers, is the fair- 
est of all taxes, easiest computed and 
collected. when required to be reported 
at stated intervals under oath. with 
penalty for false returns impending. 

Nearly all the purchases made by 
consumers, rent excluded. are made 
in small sums from retailers. It is 
stated by the commercial experts that 
over 8O percent of the daily pur- 
chases made by the people of the 
United States are transactions under 
$1. That this can be readily believed 
is evidenced by the gross annual sales 
of “S and 10” and other chain store 
corporations in this country. inelud- 
ing the mail order stores. The enor- 
mous volume of their sales and the 
phenomenal profits they make _ is 
shown by the high price of their 
shares as quoted in the stock markets, 


Instalment purchases alone now 
reach $5,000,000,000 .a year, as as- 
certained by the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and $3.293,411.878 
of that vast sum is for automobiles, 
washing machines. vacuum cleaners, 
phonographs, furniture, pianos, jew- 
elry and radio apparatus. 

Georgians, of course, contribute 
their fair share to the enormous vol- 
ume of daily retail and instalment 
sales of the nation. |

What Georgia Can Expect. 

I wired to the most expert commer- 
cial authority in New York for the 
“most conservative estimate of an- 
nual retail sales in Georgia” and the 
reply was “anywhere between $900.- 
000.000 and $1,000,000,000, depend- 
ent upon farm prices, wages and 
working conditions.” 

If that estimate is fairly reliable, 
as it seems to be, a general sales tax 
of 2 mills on the dollar of retail sales

Whatever the facts may be, it is 
certain enough that a general sales 
tax on? retail purchases in Georgia 
will be scarcely felt by any one, but 
will bring in a very appreciable and 
necessary revenue to the state. 

The opposition plea that it would 
be a burden to the “poor farmer, with 
a family of five or six. and a measley 
farm,” is all the purest punk. Figure 
his entire retail purchases for the year 
at $500 and the 2 mills tax, if ab- 
solutely added to his every “boughten”’ 
article, would amount to just $1.00 
for the whole year. 

That tax figures 2 cents on a $10 
pair of shoes. 5 cents on a $25 frock, 
and $8 on a $4,000 automobile! 


Some Things to Consider. 

There si complaint made against 
thee “high cost of government,’ but 
government is costing less in Georgia 
than in any state of the union. Our 
state revenue receipts are less per 
capita. afid the governmental-cost pay- 
ments less per capita, than.in any 
other of the 48 states. 

And if we have more government 
activities. services, commissions. 
boards, official tax-eaters, and politi-| 
cal parasites, than we think we ought 
to have, let us not forget that our 
legislators have created them on our 
demand, or with our aid and consent. 

And yet, while complaining of them, 
we resolutely refuse to abolish them, 
or any of them. except oil inspectors.

re Warmth of Smallest Stars 


Of Sky’s Tiniest Twinklers 


Pasadena, Calif., August 3.—(P)— 
The tiniest twinklers in the sky's vast 
meadow of star blossoms are due to 
have some of their secrets revealed. 

Not content with knowing bow 
much heat is generated by ten of the 
big. bold stars, Dr. Charles G. Abbott, 
acting secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution at Washington, has armed 
himself with an instrument he be- 
lieves will make the heat degree of 
some of the invisible stars common 
knowledge before many weeks have 
passed.

_ On receipt of the wire, Rickard im- 
mediately declared the new date satis- 
factory. The promoter ‘announced that 
Dempsey would leave Los Angeles for 
Chicage August 15 to start traming 
at a camp yet to be selected. 

Will Be Last Fight. 

Shortly after arriving here from 
Chicago this morning, Rickard dis- 
closed that the Tunney-Dempsey match 
will be the last world heavyweight 
championship fight he will stage out- 
side of New York. 

“Next year at this time,” he said, 
“New York will have the finest out- 
door stadium in the world. Especially 
constructed to give every spectator a 
clear view of fights or any other out- 
door sport. It will hold more people 
than, either the. mammoth Philadel- 
phia or Chicago arenas.

“Never again will I hold a champ- 
ionship or other big match in a ball 
park.

Favor of Coolidge Continuing 
United States Chief Execu-

New York, August 3.—Everybody 
in Wall street is expressing an opin- 
ion as to what President, Coolidge 
meant in his brief, statement made 
public after the close of the stock 
exchange yesterday with many con- 
flicting views being voiegd. On one 
point, however, opinion is agreed, that 
the biggest men in the country po- 
litically and financially were taken. 
completely by surprise. 

In the best banking circles in Wall 
street the belief prevails that Cool- 
idge’s announcement must be read in 
the light of what he might have said. 
One of the biggest bankers in Wall 
street pointed gut today that Mr, 
Coolidge might have said that he was 
not a candidate and would not ac- 
cept a nomination; that he felt that 
he had done his duty and was through. 
This banker voiced the belief of other 
important men in the financial dis- 
trict here by adding that in the care- 
ful selection of words in his brief an- 
nouncement Mr. Coolidge had placed 
himself ip. a position where he could 
accept the nomination next July if 
in the megutime’ there was a st#ong 
country-wide demand for lis reelec- 
tion. 

The break of from five to 15 points 
at the opening of the stock market 
this morning, compared with last 
night’s closing prices in leading stocks 
recently climbing to new highs, made 
it plain that Wall street wants Mr. 
Coolidge to continue as the countrys 
executive head. Big traders and pools 
that bought stocks up to the very 
closing gong last night found at the 
opening of the market this morning 
that some stocks could not be sold ex- 
cept at a very severe decline in price, 
compared with last night’s closing.

Mrs. Lebouef told the cross-exa mi- 
ners that she and her bu had 
paddied about Flat lake and Lake Pa- 
lourde in separate skiffs on the night 
of the killing. Although she said it 
previously had been planned for them 
to have a friendly talk with Dr. Dre- 
her in an effort to reestablish friend- 
ly relations which had been disrupted, 
'she said, by gossip concerning her al- 
leged relations with the- physician, 
she told the prosecuting attorneys no 
plaice had been designated for the 
meeting. 

They started the ride, she said, after 
her husband had made the sugges- 
tion. She -passed over portions of a 
statement she was alleged to have 
made with the remark “I guess I 
l would “have 
made any /statement after the prom- 
ixes of my brother-intaw and Shecitt | 


Pecot.” 

Answer Inaudible. 

After the shooting, she said, she 
asked Dr. Dreher what had been done 
with the body of her husband. Her 
reply to a query of the district at- 
torney as to whether she had lost in- 
terest in it after she learned it had 
been buried, was inaudible. 

She did not wish Dr. Dreher to be 
accused of the murder, she said, be- 
cause,“I knew he hadn't done it.” 

Mrs. Lebouef had testified that her 
husband fired upon Dr. Dreher when 
they met him on the lake and that Le- 
bouef’ was killed by a shot fired by 
Beadle. 

Admits Errors. 

While she said there were certain 
points in the first statement she made 
the district attorney that were errone- 
ous, she told the court on cross-ex- 
amination that the statement was a 
voluntary ‘one, upon which the dis- 
trict attorney signified that he was 
through with the witness. The cross- 
examination had lasted more than two 
hours. 

C. A. Blanchard, one of Beadle’s at- 
torneys, then expressed a desire to 
cross-examine the witness to test her 
credibility, to inculpate her “if we 
can,” and to show a motive for the 
crime. Jtdge James D. Simon over- 
ruled objections of attorneys for Mrs.

*Sam Blum, justice of the peace of 
Morgan City, followed Mrs. Lebouef 
on the stand and testified he accom- 
panied Mr. Parkersen and Pecot, 
defense attorneys, to Dr. Dreher’s of- 
fice and that they searched for and 
found a mote in a prescription en- 
velope. 

Mr. Parkerson started to ask the 
witness a question concerning Dr. 
Dreher’s reputatgon when the district 
attorney interr@®pted with the an- 
nouncement that the state would ad- 
mit he “had a good character up un- 
til the day ef the killing.”’ 

Mr. Blum gave Dr. Dreher a good 
eharacter. 

He was shown the note said to have 
heen written by Mrs. Lebouef to Dr. 
Dreher, but on cross-examination he 
was unable to say whether it was the 
same one found in Dr. Dreher’s of- 
fice. 

A number of character witnesses 
then were used, all of whom said Dr. 
Dreher- had a good reputation. 

An appeal was made by Mr. Par- 
kerson that no night session be held. 
He .said he could finished the case 
for his clients by tomorrow night if 
he had a good night's rest tonight.
